Explanation of the Failure of the 
Sioux Chiefs’ Mission. 


The Government Preparing to Carry Ont th

Wasutnaton (D. C.), Oct. 20.—| By the 
Associated Press.|. Senate.—1n the Senate 
only seven Senators had the benefit of the 
final prayer of this session by the Chaplain, 
namely: The Presiding Officer (Mr. In- 
gall), Messrs. Allison, Cockrell, Mitchell, 
During, 
and.immediately after the reading of the 
journal the Senate was reinforced by the 
presence of Messrs. Blackburn, mange and 
Sawyer. 

A committee of two, Messrs. Allison and 
Saulsbury, was appointed to join a like 
committee on the part of the House to wait 
upon the President and inform him that 
Congress, having finished its business, was 
likely to clese the present session Dy ad- 
journment at 1 o'clock today. 

Mr. Blackburn presented a minority re- 
port of the Select Committee on Operations 
of the Civil Service Law. Ordered printed 
with the majority report. 

The last bill of the season to be intro- 
duced was one by Mr. Mitchell, proposing 
an amendment tv the Constitution, provid- 
ing for the election of United States Sena- 
tors by the people. 

Business was then formally ‘suspended 
awaiting a message.from the President or 
from the House. The first message was 
from the House, announcing the appoint- 
mentof the committee to wait upon the 
President, and five minutes afterward Mr. 
Allison ef the committee to wait on the 
President reported that the committee had 
performed that duty, and had been in- 
tormed by the President that he had no 
further communication to offer. 

A resolution, tendering the thanks of the 
Senate to Mr. Ingalls for the uniformly 
able and courteous and impartial manner 
in which he presided was offered by Mr. 
Saulsbury and adopted unanimously. 

At five minutes before 1 a message from 
the President announced his approval of 
“sundry Senate bills and joint resolu- 
tions.” Mr. Ingalls then spoke briefly, 
acknowledging with thanks the compli- 
mentary vote tendered him as presiding 
officer, and thanking the Senators for the 
courtesy and consideration shown himself. 
He then declared the Senag adjourned 
without day. 

House.— When the House met this morn- 
ing at 11 o’clock on the last day of the most 
protracted session in the annals of Con- 
gress, in addition to the Speaker, there 
were 15 members in attendance. In the 
galleries there were not more than 100 per- 
sons to witness the closing scenes. The

hereby tendered to Hon. John G. Carlisle, 
Speaker, for the courtesy, ability and fair- 
ness with which he presided over the de 
liberations of the present session of the 
Fiftieth Congress.” 

AS the hands of the clock pointed to the 
hour of 1, the Speaker said: “The hour of 
1 o’cloek having arrived, 1 now declare the 
House adjourned sine die.” 

The announcement was received with ap- 
piause, and the correspondents in the press 
gallery evinced their thankfulness by 
chanting the Doxology. —

WASHINGTON, Oct. 20.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.|} Senator Blackburn today sub- 
mitted a voluminous minority report from 
the Committee on the Operations of the 
Civil Service, and asked that it be printed 
with the majority report.

No 
information was furnished the minority of 
the committee of the purpose to close the 
case. Nor was it even intimated that the 
end had been reached, and the matter 
summed up. For this reason, the minority 
is unable, in the few days allowed them, to 
follow out in detail the tediously-stated 
ease, but it will endeavor to exhibit more 
fairness in dealing with the testiniony than 
the majority have done.”’ 

It is declared that an effort had per- 
sistently been made by the majority against 
the protest of the minority to limit the in- 
|quiry to the time covered by the present 

Administration, and all efforts to bring out 
the facts as to operations of the law under

basin between the Rocky Monntains and 
Central Kansas, comprising 1,300,000 square 
miles, one-third of the entire United States, 
A great deal of this cannot be economically. 
irrigated for various reasons, but it is de 
cided by Maj. Powell that a quarter of if, 

and perhaps more,can be, and that it is 

practicable to make it attractive to support 
settlers. It will bear luxuriant crops and a 

dense population. If one-fourth were irri- 
gated, it would make the other three- 
fourths valuable as auxiliary timber and 
pasture lands. 

Regarding this vast undertaking, Maj- 
Powell said to a correspondent: “I may say 
we have begun to begin. It is a stupend- 
ous project, involving a territory as large as 
Europe, which supports a population of 
250,000,000, Lsee no reason why land now 
sterile may not ultimately be brought suf- 
ficiently into subjection to be desirable for 
farms, and enough of it rendered arable by 
irrigation to support as many as are able or 
are likely to seek homes upon it.-The selec 
tions of sites tor residences, canals, etc., 
reston a complete topographical survey, 
which is the first factor in the problem, 
Nothing worth while can be done until that 
is, at least approximated. A large —~ of 
the arid region has been surveyed. 
now equipping 15 parties for this special 
work in the field. Of course, the amount of 
irrigable land in the West is limited by the 
amoutt of water flowing in the strea 
and the next thing to be done is to fin 
how “7 water the streams carry. Every 
Stream will have to be gauged. We must 
also ascertain how much land each stream 

will serve, and this will vary according te 
soil, character of crops, aridity of climate, 
methods of irrigation and a multitude op 
other considerations.”

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TAK NEW CHARTER I8 ADOPTED 
HANDSOMELY.,. 


The Law and Order Element of Los 
Angeles Asserts Itself in Inequiv- 
ocal Terms—The “Mac” Brigade 
Make.a Vigorous Fight. 


The special election for the new charter, 

submitted by the Board of Freeholders, 
took place yesterday, and resulted in a very 
handsome victory for the cause of. law, 
order and progress. In Bther words, the 
~eharter was adopted by a clean majority of 
750, 
‘There was no. disturbance at any ot the 
polling places, although a very intense in- 
terest was manifested,and there werea 
number of hot arguments, 

About 9 o'clock word was sent over the 
telephone line from the Herald office to ex- 
Chief of Police Cuddy, instructing him to 
get-out his crowd, and against the. 
charter “tooth and toe-nail.’| “It he don’t 
do it,” ran the message, “he heedn’t expect 
the Democratic party to. stand by its agree- 
‘ment with him.” Mr. Cuddy pre- 
viously been serving-as inspector of elec- 
tion at the courthouse, but he resigned 
forthwith and went out on the street to 
rally his crowd and work against the 
charter. 

Sid Lacey, the Democratic boss, was gen- 
~eralissimo in charge of the attacking forces. 

At Precinct B of the Second Ward 
(courthouse), the “mac” brigade, headed 
by the notorious Billy Abbott, made their 
appearance early in the day, anc worked 
like beavers against the charter. Unfor- 
tunately the police had neglected to stretch 
the customary ropes to define the 100-i¢ot 
limit, inside of which electioneering 
would not be allowed, and Abbott took ad- 
vantage ot this lapse and the absence of po- 
licemen to thrust himself up to the very 
door of the polling place, He patrolled the 
line of voters as they stood awaiting a 
chance to deposit their ballots, and was ex- 
tremely offensive in his browbeating man- 
ner. Jerry Comovy,an ex-policeman,who was 
lately expelled from the foree for cause, was 
present as an ardent opposer of the charter 
and made himself officious and offensive. 
Complaint having been made tothe Mayor 
and at the police office, ropes were stretched 
about 3 o’clock p.m., and ‘the 100-foot limit 
was thenceforward enforced. 

Complaint 1s made that at Precinct A, | 
Second Ward, no attention was paid to 
looking up the name or number of a voter, 
and almost anybody who chose to deposit a 
ballot was allowed to doso. This precinct 
gave a vote of 492 against to 191 in favor of 
the charter—a negative majority of 301. 

The vote was counted early, all the re- 
turns being in the City Clerk’s office a little 
after 9 o'clock.

Can the City Collect License from_ 
the Telegraph Company. 
An important case came before Justice | 
Austin yesterday afternoon, which was | 
continued five days, in order to give the | 
City Attorney an opportunity to look up_ 
and submit his authorities on behalf of the | 
peopie. The facts are, in brief, as follows: | 
The Western Union Telegraph Company | 
has for several years past been charged a) 
city license of #15 per month, which license 
has heretofore been paid without question. | 
When the collector called the last time, the | 
agent of the company declined to pay it, | 
and’a warrant was issued by Justice Austin 
for his arrest, for doing business in the city | 
without a license. The agent came into | 
court, stated that he desired to make a test. 
case of it, and it was set for trial. Yester- | 
day, when it was called, Assistant City | 
Atterney Dunn said that from a re-| 
cent decision of the United States Su-. 
preme Court, in a similar case, that 
of the city of Mobile, Ala., against the 
telegraph company, it looked now as if 
they were estopped, still he was not pre- 
pore togive up the fight fust yet, untii he 
ad himself further examined into the 
matter and. consulted with his superior, 
Mr. Daly, and he asked fora few days 
which to do this. Mr. Barclay of counsel 
tor the defense had no objection, and Jus- | 
tice Austin then allowed five days. 

This Supreme Court decision, on which | 
the telegraph company bases its defense, is | 
of recent passage. It is very clear and 
plicit in its language, however, and appar- | 
ently Jeaves no room for doubt. Stripped of 
its legal verbiage, it’ is, in effect, that no | 
State or municipality-has any right to im- | 
pose any penalty or restriction on interstate | 
commerce, that power being alone vested in 
Congress, and that the imposition of any | 
license or tax on the general business of any | 
corportation doing an_ interstate busi- 
ness would to certain extent | 
be a regulation of that business, 
therefore unconstitutional. The Supreme 
Court, however, does not hold that the | 
actual property of a company or corpora-. 
tion in either a State or municipality can- | 
not be taxed, as is the property of any indi- | 
vidual, as the poles, wires and fixtures of a 
telegraph company, or the lines and loco- 
motives of arailroad, but it is illegal to 
levy any license on the general business of 
such corporations, for the reason that, while 
the State or municipality might’ have a 

Tight totax business done wholly within 
the State, it was impossible to draw the 
line, and the license therefore affected all | 
business. The effect of this decision will . 
be to prevent the collection of municipal | 
licenses from all corporations doing an 
interstate business, and will probably re- 

sultin the reversal of the, Southern Pacitic | 
Railroad case, which was recently tried and 

won by the city before every lower court, 
which was confirmed by the Supreme Court, 
from which decision an appeal was taken 
to the United States Supreme Court, where 
it is now pending. r

TERRY'S REMARKS ANENT THE 
“PRO MBONK" GANG, 


He Pays His Kespects to Castor-oil 
Eastman, One-dollar Boyce and 
Feebie-minded Payne-—Mr. Patton 

Also Makes a Speech. 


Last night the Democrats held the biggest 
meeting of the campaign under the lee 
wall of the County Jail.

TESTIMONY ALL IN AND CASE 
KEADY TO ARGUE. 


Nearly Two Weeks of Legal Contro- 
versy Coming to a Climax—Testi- 
mony in Kebuttal—Kvery Phase 
of the Killing Canvassed. 


The testimony 1n the Wolff case is all in. 
After nearly two weeks of short hours, 


erat way of taking things easy, the Court 
suddenly took compassion on the weary 
witnesses and began rattling things offina 
great hurry yesterday afternoon. The Dis- 
trict Attorney took the nervousness of the 
J udge as easily as he does the petulency of 
the opposing attorney, and the last witness 
was examined at 3:40 p.m. The closing,ar- 
guments will be made on Monday. , 

On the assembling of the court in the 
morning Mr. Wolff had his redirect exam- 


shot when he was only partly turned, and I 
expected he would whirl clear around and 


‘could possibiy pull the trigger. 

The witness then recapitulated what had 
‘happened in the cabin on the morning of 
the 11th of May. We were speaking Ger- 
man, when Wilson told ustostop. I said 
it was our native language, and I should 
speak it. ‘ 

I remember now that it was on the after- 
noon of the 11th of May that Wilsou abused 
me. That was the time 1 spoke of between 
the lith and 2ist, when I saw Wilson to 
speak to him. I remember now that the 
trip with my wife in a buggzy was made on 
the 10th, before the freight was shipped. I 
wanted to give directions about shipping it. 
It was near the depot. 

Some things were left in the cabin, and 
those things I never got. | 

ns did not see Wilson on the day I was 
sick. 
I déd not step back at the time of the 
shuoting to get Theisen out of range. I 
never thought about him.

I don’t remember stepping 
forward during the shooting.. 

When we went to San Juan with the 
buggy, we returned on the 17th. We staid 
at Mendelssohn’s on the night of the 16th.

I did not file a written com- 
plain 

The deposition of George Cook, taken 
yesterday morning atthe hospital, was read 

y Counsellor Stephens, It read in sub- 
stance as follows: — 

I was staying in that cabin of mine at 
San Juan-by-the-Sea. Icame to the hospital 
about the Istof. May. I had lived at San 
Juan-by-the-Sea for a year past. I allowed 
Wilson to a at my cabin if he would fish 
with me, The two of us enlarged the 
cabin. We collected the lumber that 
drifted in. 1 paid $5 for it. We 
considered the cabin as joint 
product. Wilson supposed himself part 

owner, but I thought I was_ sole 
owner till he had paid his share, Before it 
was rebuilt it wasa little affair, vuilt of 
sacks, etc. It.was on waste land, Govern- 
ment land probably. Before I noved there 
J lived ina tent om the flats. I agreed he 
should be part owner when he helped build. 
I considered it mine till he paid his share. 
We picked up the lumber for it in the flood. 
I never saw the defendants. I left for the 
hospital the morning before they came there. ° 

The defense then rested. 

Judge Dupuy asked that Mrs. Wolff tak 


stand, 

Mr. Stephens objected that none but the 
defense nad the right to place Mrs. Wolff 
upon the stand, 

Judge Gardiner ruled that after the de- 
fense had closed theic case Mrs. Wolff could 
not be recalled by the prosecution. 

William Kelly was called and identified 
the knife produced as one that Wilson and 
Cook use! to take out in a boat to cut bait. 
On the day after the killing 1 went into the 
cabin with Mr. Fields and looked for the 
address of Wilson’s friends. We saw the 
knife lying on the shelf. 

We nailed up the cabin, both doors and 
windows,and came away. On the 3d of 
August Pope and 1 went and found the 
cabin and took away the knife. 

Inever saw the knife on Wilson except 
when he went fishing.. He took it to cut 
bait with. 

The District Attorney offered the knife 
in evidence. 

On the cross-examination the witness 
said that it was on the second day after the 
shooting that they went to thecabin. He 
could not say who found the knife. There 
was no particular attention called toit. It 
is morerusty now than itwasthen. The 
general appearance is the same, 

I can’t swear this is the same knife. It 
is like it. The cabin could have been en- 
tered by tearing off the canvas after the 
door had been nailed up. The beard across 
he cabin door could bave been easily pried 


When we reopened the cabin nothing 
had been disturbed. We found the knife 

ere, 

Wilson had not gone fishing recently. 1 
was using him as a surfman unloading ties, 
I was a passed captain and did the piloting, 
etc.,at San Juan. 1 was also employed by 
the company to unload ties. 

I did not have much to do with Wilson. 

On the 3d of August Pope suggested that 
we go to the cabin and get the knife, to be 
used in evidence. A few days before we 
were talking about a knife, and 1 said there 
was one there. 1 heard several saying that 
it had come out in the evidence that Wilson 
had tried to draw a knife, and that brought 
up the subject. : 

I never heard any one speak about the 
knife till Pope spoke of it. No one else but 
Pope spoke of it till that time. 

he witness was very dense here, and got 
badly muddled up. e could not remem- 
ber the first conversation about the knife, 
despite all the efforts of counsel. He got 
everything mixed up, and could not swear 
to much but his original story. 

‘The witness did not do anything to bunt 
up evidence but to-get the knife. He had 
no pay trom the prosecution. He thought 
that it was a murder by Wollf, and that 
justice ought to be done. .He brougiit up 
a knife for the purpose of assisting that 

ustice, 

Redirect: I went to the cabin in the first 

' place to look after Cook’s interests, 

Jaines Field was next sworn, He said: 
I resided at Sap Juan. 1 wentto Wilson’s 
cabin a day or two-after the killing in com- 
pany with Kelly. Isaw.no knife ‘then at 
all. I was iooktng:for the address of Wil- 
son’s people. We nailed up the door, 

Wilson was peaceable when drunk, 
_ Charles Pope was recalled. He identi- 
fied the knife produced as the one he took 
from Wilson’s cabin. I saw the knife at, 
the cabin the day betore Wilson was killed. 
ltold you (the District of the 
knife being there, and I went with Kelly 
and gotit. Whenlsaw the knife, Potter 
and 1 and others were over at the beach 
looking up a young fellow who had gone 
over with Wilson the night previous. He 
subsequently turned up in Capistrano. 
This knife L believe to be the same | saw 
on the shelf. 1 saw no knife-on Wilson the 
day of the shooting. His reputation was 
that of a peaceable man when drunk, 

Wolff never stated in my hearing that he 
was sorry he killed Wilson. He did netsay 
that he did the shooting, but was driven to 


do it. 

I never told Mrs. Wolff that if she did 
not keep quiet [ would get a wooden man 
for her. t never said that if shedidn’t keep 
quiet 1 would have them all strung up. 

On the cross-examination witness said: 

The first time Ll saw that knife after the 
killing was when l saw it on the 5d of At- 
gust. Inever took that knife from Wil- 
son’s body and carried it to the cabin. 

Kelly never told me that he had put it in 
the cabin. 

Witness got mad at the badgering ques- 
tions of the counsel and shut uplike aciam. 

1 took Kelly along because he had nailed 
up the.cabin.

Every slight cold. every 
change tn the weather, every flight of dust, 
feeds the irritation and increases the inveter- 
of its hold. 
‘On the other hand chronic laryngitis fre- 
quently occurs asa sequel of consumption, 
and is produced, or at east very much aggrs- 
vated, by the irritation of the expectorated 
matter. Occurring as a consequence of tuber 
cles, itia one of the most distressing compii- 
cation: and adds greatly tothe patient's dis- 
tress. In this form there is more or les¢ ul- 
ceration of the voval chords, beginning on the 
lowerside and gradually extending. upward. 
These ulcers often penetrate through the 
mucous and cellular membranes, involving 
| the inuscular tissue and not unfrequently at- 
tack the ligaments and cartilages themselves. 

When the laryngeal disease is secondary to 
that of the iungs, and dependent uson it, we 
can onlv hope to effecta cure by those means 
which will remove its cause, and these we 

have considered, and shail more fully con- 
sider, under the head of “Consumption.” 

In addition to inflammation. acute or 
chronic, the larynx is liable to abscesses, to 
warty vrowt's and to polipi. Under the action 
of long-continued irritation the vocal cords 
become thickened, rendering the voice husky 
and indistinct. And again, we may have com- 
plete loss of voice from palsy of the cords, 
constituting an affection known to the phyai- 
cians by the term of “Aphonia.” Uniess the 
remedies are applied to the seat of the disease 
it is useless to try toeffecta cure. It is for 
this reagon that judicious inhalations are suce 
cessful when all other means haye been

TONSILITIS 


ls an acute inflammation of the 
which consists of a coliection or mass 
sinail mucucus follicles or glands, whose office 
is tosecrete a portion of the fluid which keeps 
the throat moist. There are ,ersong who guf- 
fer every winter, sometimes oftener, with an 
attack of acute inflammation of these g 
The trouble begins with a slight soreness 
and sweliing, which gradualiy inereases un- 
til the act of swallowing attended with 
great suffering. 

These giands are sometimes affected by a . 
chronic intammation. and are found enlarged 
and very much hardened. In such cases 
secrete a thin, unbeaithy. irritating fiui 
which is spread Over the throat, perpetusting 
the disease. Inthe throata of many young 
persons these giands are permenener 30 
large as to rerder respiration exceedingly 
difficult. The defective breathing of children 
thus affected often occasions contraction of 
the chest, and lays the foundation for con- 
sumptien, The eustachian tubes (the mouths 
of which are fust above the palate) are often 
inffined, snd partial deafness is the result, 

Many patients suffering from a throat dig- 
ease are dyspeptic, and suffer with depression 
of spirits. So often does this symptom pre- 
sent itself that it may almost be rewarded ae 
one of the peculiarties. Persons thus 
afflicted have usualiy the dark and dingy look 
of the face which denotes functional de- 
rangement of the liver. They are frequentiy 
emaciated. nervous. hypochrondriacal., 
abie. and often exhausted from other causes, 
in combinatiosa with this disease, 

GRANULAR SORE THROAT 

Is the most serious form of throat d if 
is 80 caile: because on lo@king into the threag 
granulations of various sizes are seen, stud 
ding the membrane aud causing it to appeag 
rough and uneven.

foreed off with considerable difficulty. 
transit.on froma simpie toa granular sore 
throat is very easy. The patient becomes con-

Cleveland’s administration has been so 
favorable and friendly toward England, so 
kind in not enforcing the retaliatory act 
passed by Congress, so sound on the free- 
trade question, and so hostile to the dyna- 
mite school of Ireland that by the hun- 
dreds, yes, by the thousands, they have be- 
come naturalized for the express purpose of 
helping to elect him over again, the one 
above ail of American _ politicians 
they consider their own and their country’s 
best friend. am one of these unfor- 
tunates. With aright to vote for President 
in November, 1 am unable to understand 
for whom I shall east iny ballot, when but 
one month ago I was sure Mr. -Cleveland 
was the man. If Mr. Cleveland is pursuing 
anew policy toward Canada, temporarily

Ostracism. 


Northern people are very generally 
ostracised throughout the Southern 
States. This fact is verified by nearly 
everybody who comes from that part 
of the country. A Yankee—and all 
northern people are ealled Yankees 
down there—has no show, socially, 
politically, or in a business way. In 
many parts the courts are virtually 
closed against him; he can find-no re- 
dress for actual wrongs. In this city 
of Los Angeles are prominent men, 
natives of the South, but now Republi- 
cans, who positively assert that they 
cannot with safety return to their old 
homes. They say that, if not treated 
with violence, they would at least be 
insulted by their former neighbors, 
and even by their kindred. 

A quarter of a century is past since 
these people were thwarted in their 
fiendish attempt to break up this most 
beneficent government, and vet they 
‘cannot divest themselves of the vindic- 
tive feeling which then controlled 
them. They are still the sworn ene- 
mies of those who saved this greatest 


of all republics from  destruc- 
tion. So bitter is their hatred toward 
this government that the _ party 


which served it—the party of Abra- 
ham Lincoln—is not tolerated in many 
portions of the South, and to vote with 
that party is atthe peril of one’s life. 
The question ought to be seriously 
asked by every northern man, be he 
Democrat or Republican: How long is 
this thing tocontinue? How long can 
our Republic last under such a con- 
dition of things? 

If the Southern people had been 
treated with harshness by their con- 
querors, there would have been some 
excuse for this. carefully-nursed ani- 
mosity, but when it is known that they 
were favored with the utmost leniency 
by the party of the United States, it is 
hard to account for their conduct. 

They must know that the boast ofa 
‘solid South,” kept solid by violent os- 
tracism of national sentiment, is dis- 
tasteful to all friends of the Union, but 
the worst of it is, they indulge in that 
boast and that ostracism because they 
are offensive to Union people. The 
hope has been nursed that this hostile 
feeling would eventually wearout, and 
it may, but the question is gravely 
mooted, after this long lapse of years, 
whether our boasted institutions 
wlil not die out first. How much longer 
can they bear this suspension of privi- 
leges in behalf of the Republic and sur- 
vive? It stands every one in hand who 
does believe in our system of govern- 
ment to give some attention to this 
matter. It is not a mere sentiment, as 
some short-sighted people may sup- 
pose; it is a subject of very great inte1- 
est to every. northern man, woman and 
child. It concerns the social, the 
political, the pecuniary welfare otf 
every one, and, what is more, the sub- 
ject cannot with any degree of safety 
be much longer ignored. It was fash- 
ionable to ignore the slavery question, 
but it popped up at last. It is fashion- 
able now to ignore this ostracism in 
the South, but it willcome up some 
time. |

The following article from the Iowa 
State Register is worthy the considera- 
tion of third-party voters.

CutcaGo, Oct. 20.—[By the Associated 
Press.| The transcontinental tariffs, against 
which Chicago merchants recently made so 
much complaint, have been declared illegal 
by the Luterstate Commission on the ground 
that they discriminate against individuals 
and localities. Chairman Leeds and Chair- 
man Midgely, who have been in conference 
with members of the Commission at Wash- 
ington, have telegraphed the result to in- 
terested lines in their respective associa- 
tions. The decision applies to commodity 
taritfs, which were the ones that caused all 
the row. It has been decreed that the dis- 
turbing tariffs should be withdrawn. In 
advising the transcontinental roads of this 
decision, Chairman Leeds has directed them 
to putin force tariff No.8 in place of the 
objectionable tariffs, and to apply it to all 
points between the Atlantic se board and 
the Missouri River. The effect of this is to 
give all interior points precisely the same 
rates on Pacific Coast business that apply 
from New York, so that Chicago and other 
western cities will be just as well off as the 
Atlantic seaboards, and no better. By this 
arrangement distance cuts no figure, and 
the short haul has no advantage over the 
long haul, so far as tlre cost of transporta- 
tion is concerned, 


THE W.C.T.U. CONVENTION,

THE ATURISON’'S AFFAIRS. 
A Pian by Which to Fund Its Float- 
ing Debt. 

Boston, Oct. 20.—[By the Associated 
Press.| The board of directors of, the Atcbi- 
son, Topeka and Santa Fé Railway have 
issued a circular to the stockholders declar- ’ 
ing that the additions to the road since 
January 1, 1886, have amounted to 2776 
miles. During the stme time locomotives 
and new rolling stock have been acquired, 
amounting in value to $7,283,000. The 
company now owns, exclusive of: its ‘inter- 
est, in the Atlantic and Pacific Railroad, 
and roads in Kansas, owned jointly with 
the Union Pacific and St. Louis and San 
Francis20, 6391 miles of road. Its bonded 
indebtedness on the above mileage is less 
than $20,850 per mile, and the capital stock 
is less than $11,500 per mile. The circular 
reviews the causes which have served to 
depreciate the earrings of the road, and 
States that the closing up of this 
new construction comes at a tryin 
period. The present net floating indebted- 
ness does not exceed $5,000,000, exclusive of 
$144,000. for coal, etc. The funding of this 
indebtedness, it has been decided, to post- 
pone until a more favorable period, but, in 
the meantime, to protect the company a 
guarantee fund of £000,000, has been sub- 
scribed, the money on which will be called 
to any extent necessary. The subscribers 
will receive the company’s notes at par for 
any money they pay bearing 6 per cent. in- 
terest and running three years. Itis 
lieved that this guarantee is ample to pro- 
tect all liabilities, and, it is agreed, that the 
amount of those notes may be increased to 
a sum not exceeding $10,000,000 if it be 
found necessary. ‘The notes are secured by 
a second mortgage on the Atchison’s main 
line in Kansas, and on the Chicago, Santa 
Fé and California line and terminals.

‘They are upholstered in blue 
plush, with velvet curtains dividing the 
sections and closing out pas- 
sage. . At the rear end is a 
splendidly appointea drawing-room: with a 
cushioned recess, in which is a dressing 
case and mirrors with the necessary imple- 
ments for preparing the most elaborate 
toilet. This is called the bridal chamber. 
Back of the drawing-room is the ladies’ 
toilet-room, with water basins set in Ltalian 
marble. ‘TThegentlemen’s apartmentis in 
front of the coach, and consists of a hand- 
some smoking-room with three water basins 
and acloset. The entire coach is fittea up 
with plate-giass mirrors. In the partition 
dividing the smoking-room from the sleep- 
ing apartment.is a bookcase containing 
about 200 volumes of choice literature. The 
dining car was. built bys the 
compan and is furnished in the 
most elaborate manner. It has been 
caristened Kansas City, and in the richness 
of its appoiutments and the completeness 
of its details rivals anything of -the kind in 
the world. Just before the train started 
out Mr. Orr boarded it with his guests 
and ordered supper for the party. The 
train left pramptly at 6:05, and as it moved 
out the porget announced thas supper was 
ready. ‘The party paid their Fespects to one 
of the most elaborate feasts that they had 
ever encountered, and, from the way they 
disposed of the tempting viands, it loomea 
as though they never expected to see such 
another.

The Czar to Visit Berlin’ ip 
November. 


How Emperor William Dispelled the 
Pope’s [llusions. | 


Ex-Empress Victoria Concerned in Two 
Unsavory Imbroglios. 


Eighteen Men Drowned by a Collision of Two 
Steamers—A German Escutcheon Tora 
Dowa by a Mob at Havre—Other 
Foreign News.

BERLIN, Oct. 20.—[Copyright, 1888, 
the New York Associated Press.j Emperor 
William is expected to arrive at Drewitz, 
near Potsdam, tomorrow on his return from 
Italy. He will drive immediately to the 
marble palace, where he will pass the day 
in retirement with his family. Emperor 
William will visit Berlin in the afternoon, 
where he will receive the congratulations 
of the municipal authorities on his return. 
On Wedhesday he will resume his travels, 


going to Blankenburg, where he will meet | 


the Regent of Brunswick. He will then 
vigjt Prince Bismarck, who will probably 
accempany him to Hamburg, where the 
Emperor is expected to arrive on October 
29th, and where he will preside over the. 
celebration of the entry of the Hansa cities 
into the Zollverein. After leaving Ham- 
burg the Emperor will visit Leipsic, and on 
the 31st inst. he will lay the corner-stone of 
the Imperial Palace of Justice. He will 
return to Berlin early in November, and 
will be present atthe opening of the new. 
Landtag. Itis also added that he will re 
ceive the Czar on November 10fh. The 


Russian imperial family will pass through . 


Berlin on that date, and the Czar will then 
repay Emperor William’s recent visit. 


The Czar and his family are going to visit 


Copenhagen, where they will join in the 
celebration of the silver anniversary of the 
accession of King Christian to the throne 
of Denmark. Berliners anticipate a dull 
winter. The court is still in mourning, and 
the leading families are absentees. It is 
settled that King Humbert will visit Berlin 
in the spring. 
THE CHURCH PARTY INDIGNANT. 

The result of the Emperor’s visit to Kome, 
beyond doubt, has been a blow to the hopes 
of the Vatican. The semi-official press here 
has been instructed to maintain a judicious 
silence, and ignore the Vatican. The dis 
Satisfaction, anger and discontent of the 
clericals break out in German and other 
Catholic organs. It is admitted that the 


Emperor used the utmost tact in his inter-- 


view with the Pope and Cardinal Rampelli,

John Sherman Delivers His First Address of the 
Campaign—Tharman Tsk:s a Parting Whack 
gt Indiana and Goes Home—Other 
Political Doings.

GuMICAGO, Uct. 20.—[By the Associated 
Yress.| One of the most notable Republi- 
can demonstrations in the campaign of 
W888 occurred in Chicago tonight. Mr. 
Riaine was the central figure. The occa- 
sion was his first publi¢ appearance, since 
the National Convention, in the city where 
that body had nameda new candidate for 
the party. A paradéof about 10,000 men 
was reviewed by the famous leader, less 
than two squares from the auditorium 
where his successor had been chosen so 
short atime before. Prior to the review, 
two mammoth meetings, either one rival- 
ling the convention gatherings in the audi- 
torium, were addressed by Mr. Blaine. 


’ The meetings took place in buildings side 


by side, an arrangement necessary owing to 
the lack of any single hall large enough to 
hold the crowds desiring tobe present. A 


feature of the procession was the concen- 
trating of the sentiment expressed in the 


humerous mottoes displayed. Almost all 
were on asingle line of thought, pbur- 
den being, “protection to American labor.” 
The long route of procession was crowded 
throughout on either side, but north ot the 
auditorium on Michigan avenue for halfa 


‘dozen blocks, the concourse of people was 


something extraordinary. The avenue is 
bounded on one side by the broad expanse 
of the lake and park, and over this great 
Sweep ot greensward the people massed 
themselves in thousands. Their object, ey- 
idently, was not to see the marchers, for 
that was impossible. Every eye seemed 
fixed on the little stand erected over the 
entrance to the Leland Hotel, from which 
Mr. Blaine was expected to view the 
varade. He did not do so, however, but 
kept on the inside of one of the huge win- 
dow panes of the hotel, waving his white 
handkerchief and being cheered again and 
again. -About seven thousand people in 
Battery D Armory were the ones who heard 
Mr. Blaine make the oration of the even- 
ing. To an equa! number in the cavalry 
armory adjcining he spoke a -few words 
afterward, excusing himself from a set ad- 
dress, and coniining himself toa brief ret- 
erence to the enthusiasm for protection, 
which, he said, he had witnessed every- 
where on his trip. After Mr. Biaine com- 
menced speaking in the first hal! both doors 
of the armory were closed, and hundreds 
of people were turned away. Even with 
this precaution both armories were unconi- 
fortably crowded. Mr. Blaine spoke with 
his old-time force, and his remarks were re- 
ceived with great enthusiasm. 
_ BLAINE’S SPEECH. 

After referring to.the important results 
achieved by the 24 years of Republican

THURMAN’S PAKTLING SHOT. 


His Canvass of Indiana Ended witha 
Speech at Brazil. 

Braziu (Ind.), Oct. 20.—[{[By the Associ- 
ated Press.| Judge Thurman and party, 
escorted by a delegation of a dozen Brazil- 
ians, left Indianapolis a few minutes after 
10 o’clock. The trip was quiet and une- 
ventful. A large and enthusiastic crowd 
welcomed the party at the depot here, and 
processions acted as an escort up town. 

Judge Thurman was driven at once to the 
house of James M. Hoskins, and, together 
with Gov. Gray and Col. Matteson, reviewed 
the procession from the baicony. One feat- 
ure of all campaign processions in Indiana 
this year is the presence of women and 
children, and they were out in force today 
Besides the large number of neatly-uni-{ 
formed clubs, composed of enthusiastic 
voters, there were over thirty floats, carry- 
ing numbers of pretty and bandana-uni- 
formed maidens, who sang and waved flags 
to the crowds that lined the sidewalk. There 
were several thousand people in line, and 
over 25,000 gathered on the streets and 
waited at the grove for the exercises to be- 
gin. After dinner at Hoskins’s mansion, 
the party was escorced,to the grove by the 
uniformed clubs and bands, and found there 

0 or 10,000 people, who were enjoying the 
campaign music of the Attica and Brazil 
Glee Clubs. Previous to the regular speech, 
George A. Bayard, on behalf of the Demo- 
cratic ladies of Brazil, presented Judge 
Thurman with a beautiful basket of fowers, 
and the Judge returned sincere thanks to 
the ladies for their kindness. Long and 

rolonged cheers greeted the presence of 
Fudge Thurman, whose voice showed no 
signs of weariness from his other meetings 
of the week. When the cheers and confu- 
sion subsided, Judge Thurman spoke in 
general as follows: 

In beginning he commented on the ad- 
ministration of Grover Cieveland, and de- 
clared thatif the people did their duty, as 
he believed they would, the fruits of the 
past four years would be conserved for an- 
other four years, if not for a generation. 
He analyzed the production of wealth and 
its economic relation to the country. Re- 
ferring to the capitalist and middleman, he 
said that next in order was the laboring 
man. He must have his share of the wealth 
produced, and if he does not get his honest 
share he is a defrauded man. Now, he 
said, there is where the trouble comes: 
that is where the treuble is in this tariff 
system; while the profit of business may be 
30, 40 or 50 per cent., the laborers do not 
get more than 3,4or5 per cent. of that 
profit. It was thedutyof the laboring 
man to protect his interest and that of his 
wire and children. | 

“Now, my friends,” he said, ‘‘when we 
say ‘reduce taxation,’ what do our Republi- 
can orators tell us, what dothey tell you? 
Why, they have the audacity to Dome be- 
fore you and say that the Democratic party 


is the enemy of the laboring man; 
that all Republicans want high  tariif 
for is fur the benefit of the la- 
boring man. The idea of benefit-

Another Immense Ovation Given to 
Gen. Harrison. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Oct. 20.—[By. the Associ- 
ated Press.| This was Drummers’ day in 
Gen. Harrison’s calendar of engagements. 
It is estimated that between 2500 and 5000 
commercial travelers, including home or- 
ganizations, participated in the day’s dem- 
onstration. Large delegations arrived dur- 
ing the morning from Cincinnati, Colum- 
bus, Dayton, Zanesville, Lafayette, Ft. 
Wayne and Richmond, Ind. Several clubs 
were present from oiher citles, aud small 
parties of a dozen or two were in attend- 
ance from New York, Boston, Chicago, St. 
Louis, Philadelphia, Buffalo, Cleveland, 
Louisville and other cities, At 3 o’clock 
the drummers had a parade, marching 
through the principal streets and out past 
Gen. Harrison’s residence. The General 
reviewed the procéssion from his house, and 


was enthusiastically cheered, There were 


about 2500 marchers with 10 bands. At the 
head of the column marched “Uncle Sam- 
uel” in typical garb. Immediately behind. 
him came two stalwart Ethiopians, leading 
a monster bul!, on whose back sat a drum- 
mer in costume, personating a hilarious 
lrishman. A blanket on the bovine read: 
“John Bull rides the Democratic party; we 
ride John Bull.” Thousands of people 
gaa along the route to witness the pa- 
rade. 

At 4:30 they returned to Tomlinson’s 


‘Hall, where Gen. Harrison addressed thein. 


The galleries were filled with spectators, 
among them several hundred ladies.

GEN. HARRISON’S SPEECH. 

Gen. Harrison said, among other things: 
“My friends, I do not need to repeat what I 
have said on former occasions, that I very 
highly valife the respect and confidence of 
the commercial travelers of the United 
States. Who should be able better than 
you to know the commercial and business 
needs of the country, whose hand is every 
day upon the business pulse of the people; 
you, who travel the country up and down, 
upon all the swift highways of commerce 
and who are brought in contact with busi- 
ness men of the country, not only in our 
great centers of commerce, but in all the 
hamlets of the land? I believe 1 may say 
for you that as a result of this personal 
knowledge of your business needs, you 
have concluded that the policy for Ameri- 
cans is the policy of a protective tariff. 
‘There are doubtless here many representa- 
tives of great American manufacturing es- 
tablishments, and who should know better 
than they the prostrating e¢ffects upon the 
industries they represent of this policv of a 
revenue tariff or the not-much-differing 
policy of free trade? Who should know 
better than you, that if the discriminat- 
ing duties now levied, which 
enable our American manufacturers to 
main a fair competition with the manufact- 
urers of other countries and at the same 
time to bay a scale of living wages to every 
man and woman who work for them, 1s 
once broken down American competition 
with foreign production becomes impos- 
sible, except by reduction of the scale of 
American wages to the level’ of the wages 
paid abroad. Certainly you do not need to 
be told that the shop or mill that has the 
smallest pay roll in proportion to its pro- 
duction will take the market. Certainly 
you do not need to be told that the wages 
American work- 
men are greatly larger, and the coinforts 
they enjoy far greater, than those enjoyed 
by the working peopie of any other tand. 
Certainly you do not need to be told that if 
the American Government, instead of pat- 
ronizing home industries, buys its blankets 
forthe public service in England, this is 
just that much less work for Americans to 
do. Thisisto me the beginning and end 
of the tariff question. Since 1 was old 
enough to have opinions or utter them, } 
have held to the doctrine that the 


true American policy was that which 
should maintain not only fair 
living rate of wages, but one 


with a margin for sayings and the comfort 
for our workingmen. The propositions 
that now stare our working people and our 
whole country in the face are these: Com- 
petition with foreign countries without 
adequate discrimination and favoring du- 
ties means lower wages to our working 
people; revenue for tariff only, or progress- 
ive free trade, means larger importation of 
foreign goods, and that means less work for 
Americans, Let our Democratic friends 
meet those indisputable conclusions. How 
do they do it? By endeavoring to pervert 
and poison the minds of the working peo- 
ple by utterly false and scandalous cam- 
paign stories, Letime say, in concluding, 
that 1 believe that the managers of the 
Democratic campaign greatly underesti- 
mate the intelligence, and sense of decency, 
and love of fair play which prevail among 
our people.” 

The General shook hands with many of 
the visiting drummers, A’ present from 
the Lafayette Club, a beautifui vase of cut 
flowers, stood on the table beside the Gen- 
eral while he spoke, and was carried home 
by his danghter, Mrs. McKee.
